Saws and Inn Pipe Found Hidden In 
Bunk of lYlKoncr — liars iu 
Window Sawed— Bellt. 
ery Nipped. 

Another Jail delivery at the Mason 
oounty Jail waa nipped In the bud by 
local offloers thto morning when they 
received information that tbe eight 
prisoners who are now incarcerated 
in the local bastlle had started work 
last night at sawing through tho bars 
In one of the window-, and thus mak- 
ing their escupi' probably tonight or 
tomorrow night. 

Acting uiion the information they 
had received, local policemen went to 
Jail this morning and began a careful 
search of every cell In the Jail. In the 
bunk occupied by William Williams, 
colored, Officer P. Ryan found two 
hack saw blades ^d an iron pipe 
more than a loot long. These tools 
were found hidden in tbe bedding. 

Williams was arrested at the local 
C, & 0. depot several days ago on 
suspicion and upon his person was 
found a heavy railroad holt which the 
officers suspected was iH'ing carried 
as a weapon. Williams was a bad 
looking man and did not answer ques- 
tions put to him by the oRlcers to 
suit thorn and suspecting that be was 
a criminal wanted somewhere, he was 
held on suspicion. Chief Crt is of the 
opinion that Williams is a negro 
wanted in West VirginU on a murder 
charge and is now waiting to hear 
from the officers there. His being the 
leader In this attempt to escape con- 
firms tho ofTieer in his opinion. 

Williams when ijueslionsd this 
morning by Chief Ort. denied that he 
was tho leader of tho attempt at de- 
livery and contends that the saws and 
Iron bar were hidden in his bunk 
when be was outside In the corridor.

Mob Bfuded Aa MuUtm 

aad Governor Often 
Reward. 

Frankfort, Ky , March 15.— By proc- 
lamation Mond.iy, Governor E. P. Mor- 
row for tho (Inil tinio excrclaod exec- 
tlvo authority to roniovu a peace offi- 
cer for failing to protect his prisoner 
from a mob, when hu declared vacant 
tho oiiico of John 11. Edgar, County 
Jailer of Woodford, from whom a mob 
early Sunday took Richard James, a 
negro, and hanged him a mile from 
VeraalUaa. fllllli 

Tbe Governor also offered a reward 
of $600 for the arreet and oonvietion 
of any member of the mob and made 
the foltowing statement: 

"A mob has again disgraccu Ken- 
tiiiky— a mot, useless, needless and 
wliliout justification— tho spirit of the 
lawbreaker crying out In the name of 
the law has p.it all law to shame. The 
distardly and cowardly practice will 
continue as long an public offlcUls 
surrender to the influence of tho mob 
and have not the courage to resist and 
punish those guilty of their formaUon. 
Bvery member of tbia mob to a mnr- 
derer, made and declared such by the 
laws ot the Commonwealth. 

"I call upon nil peace officers and 
all those chargeable with tho enforce- 
ment of law to bring these murderers 
to Indictment and conviction; to the 
end that law. ami not the mob, shall 
he siipreiiie in Kentuckky. I call the 
attention of all those having charge ot 
Iirlsoners and the duty of their pro- 
tection to the antl-lynchlng law, and 
warn them that this low shall and will 
be rigorously enforced as long aa I 
am Governor of the Commonwealth."

Mr. Wilson was most unfortunate in being deprived of the ex- 
perience in Congress which Mr- Ilardiiipr enjoyed during his six years 
of service in the Senate. For Mr. Wilson, though he had served a 
short time aa Governor of New Jersey, in reality came to his difficult 
work in the presidenoy with the mind and temper of a college pro- 
fessor and univetiity president, and with a wrong conception of hi.s 
office which he had expressed in his historical writings ibore than 
twenty years before. 

He made no effort to work with Congress as a whole, but dicta t 
od, rather, to his own pai-ty representatives a policy matured in his 
own mind and handed down ftdl-fledged from the "real throne of 
administration." 

We hare not only a new but a iliffcrcnt ndniinistration. The 
American people, unless their character lias been strangely modified 
in the past eigiit years, find It to their Uklng and look forward hope 
fully to an era of good feeling and substantial progress.

— Delegates of 
thirty-eight natioos ■♦♦•"il'ng the In- 
ternational Conferenee on Communi- 
cations and Trauit, in session here, 
were prepared Friday momln gto be- 
gin serious consideration of the pro- 
gram outlined yesterday by Gabriele 
Hanotaux of France, tlie presiding of- 
ficer. The most Important matter be- 
fore the meeting was the appointment 
0 fa committee to draf a part relative 
to transport This convention was de- 
scribed by Count Quinones de Leon, 
Spanish Amhsssador, to Franoe, as be^ 
ing a doonmsnt whli^ would "con- 
tribnte to the devalopment of inter- 
natloaftl commerce, the expansion, 
progress and equality of peoples and 
the well-being'' -of humanity." 

It will be an atfi>|np to settle inter- 
national controversion .relative to rail- 
roads, waterways and poVtt 

In his address Count QuiWones de 
Leon called attention to the presence 
of delegates fro moonntrtes disoinrered 
by %>anlsh nplorers, and said tha^ he 
was glad to see that they, by tbefr, 
presence heer, gave proof of their re- 
lationship with Spain. 

Regret regarding the absenoe of 
delegates from the United States and 
Argentina was ejcpreased by many del- 
egates and M. Hantaux referred to the 
the United States by saying: 

"Our thoughts are with the absent." 
He said that, as Spain had been one of 
(ha first countries to Join the League 
of Natloas, under the anspiees of 
whieh the prsseat eoafsrenee Is being 
held, It seemed natural that the first 
teohnleal eonftorence of the league 
should be held on Spanish soil. 

I.,ator In the meeting M. Hanotaux 
referred to the "overwhelming impor- 
tance" of the pact to be framed here, 
which. Rcoordl^K to the Versailles 
treaty, must conic Into effect within 
Ave years after the conclusion of the 
war. He declared It would form a 
great featute tai the relations of the 
world in future, baesnse It would fa- 
cilitate oonmarelsl eommunication 
and ths distribution of necessary arti- 
cles. 

German delegates have arrived to 
attend the conference, but will act 
only in a consultative capacity.
